Summary of Helus from the Far Cast.

SHANGHAI. 
Dates from this port are to March 30; the London mail of 


Jan. 27 arrived out on March 15. 


The annual meeting of the Chinese Hospital took place on the 
18th March, Thomas Hanbury, Esq., in the chair. e accounts, 
which showed an income of $2,487 and an expenditure of $1,951, 
were passed. Dr. Sibbald then read the twenty-fourth annual re- 
port. 12,558 patients had been treated during the last year ; 
1,861 persons had been vaccinated during the same period by 
Chungfoo, an old and valued native assistant. The valuable ser- 
vices of Drs. Henderson, Dyer, Jamieson, and Barton were grate- 
fully acknowledged. On the motion of the Rev. 0. H. Butcher, 
the report was unanimously passed. ‘lhe Rev. W. Muirhead ad- 
vocated that five or six more Chinese should be trained as assist- 
ants in the hospital, with the view of placing them in charge of 
branch establishments when qualified. After some discussion this 
was referred to the medical advisers of the hospital for special 
report. A vote of thanks was then passed to Mr. Hanbury, for 
gifts of medicine and instruments. Mr. R. J. Fearon was elected 
treasurer, and, after the usual votes of thanks, the mceting sepa- 
rated. 

A case has been decided by the Mixed Court, which, notwith- 
standing the objectionable nature of some of the details, yet 
throws such a light on some aspects of the domestic and social 
life of the Chinese that we place it on record. Comment is not 
required. A Soochow woman named Chuh-Chaa-Fok was brought 
before the Court from. a brothel under the following circum- 
stances:—A tailor named Ching-Chuh-Ding, living inside the 
city with his wife, purchased a girl, at the age of fifteen years, 
from a large girl-house in the city, the agreement being made out, 
and the sum of $180 paid for her. She was at once sent by the 
tailor to a girl-house in Smith’s Market, where she remained for 
upwards of four years, during the whole of which time her 
monthly earnings is stated at au average of $30, one half of that 
sum being paid monthly to the tailor and his wife iu the city, 
Her clothing was furnished during her stay in the above house by 
the tailor. Having been for some time sick, and unable to 
meet the wishes of the girl-house-mistress, she was again sent 
home to the tailor’s house, where she remained cared for 
another four years, continuing sick during most part of 
that time. But when she had fully recovered her strength 
again she was handed over to the care of a friend of the 
tailor’s wife, who engaged a boat and had her conveyed to Soo- 
chow. On her arrival there she was placed at once in a large 
girl-house, where sho stayed for six months ; her earnings durin 
that time being shared between the mistress of that house an 
her protectress to Soochow, the amount being on an average $20 
per month. But these earnings being considered as rather below 
the estimate, she was again transferred to another girl-house for 
two months ; but this house also proving a failure to meet the 
views of both parties, she was handed over to the keeper of an- 
other house (named Koo-Kch Lecng), where she remained for 
other two years, $10 having been paid as security money. But 
having again been taken sick and a quantity of money expended 
upon her in medicine, &c, it was considered advisable to return 
with her to Shanghai. She, however, soon recovered her strength 
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again ; and it was then decided that she should remain for an- 
other year, at the end of which time all the girl-houses in Soo- 
chow were ordered by mandarins to be closed. And so, business 
failing in Soochow, sho was once more conveyed to Shanghai, 
where she arrived four months ago. Being now again met and 
recognised by her former mistress and original purchaser, she was 
begged to return to her, which she willingly consented to, pro- 
viding her present master would allow her to leave. This he, 
however, objected to, unless the sum of $100 were paid back to 
him, that being the amount paid for medicine, é&c., during her 
sickness in Soochow. The Court decided that the original owner 
should pay the present owner S40 and take the girl. 

A meeting of shareholders in the Shanghai General Tospital 
was held on the 24th March. Tho working account showed a 
total income of Tls. 16,426, and an expenditure of Tls, 15,366, 
leaving a balance in hand of Tls. 1.060. The number of patients 
treated was 35 fewer than in 1869, and the receipts from this 
source less by Tis. 2,825. The trustees attribute this partly to 
the effect of the change in the commerce of the port from sailing 
vessels to steamers, which reduces the number of seamen visiting 
the port, and shortens their stay, and partly to the reduction of 
the funds available in the British Consulate for the relief of desti- 
tute sick. It is to be regretted that the change in the constitution 
of the Hospital which was agreed to at the last general mecting 
cannot yet be perfected, owing to the neglect of certain share- 
holders to surrender their certificates. The trustees were autho- 
rised to sell the land near the Ningpo joss-house, which is not 
only unremunerative and likely to remain so, but entails payment 
of ground-rent. 

On the motion that the report and accounts be ‘passed, Dr. 
Martin wished to know on what ground this was called a cha- 
ritable institution. Je saw only ‘I'ls. 107 set down as devoted to 
charity ; but the charges were dear, and the expenses were dear 
also. The Chairman said the hospital was a charity in this 
sense, that three-fourths of those who had taken shares to start 
it had surrendered their shares. Dr. Martin thought the salaries 
of the secretary and of the medical officer excessive, and could 
be done better by dividing it, and giving it to different doctors 
who were willing to assist. The Chairman said the trustees had 
a written agreement with the lady nurses, the sisters, by which 
the appointment of the medical officer was subject to the approval 
of these ladies, and they declined to sanction more than one 
medical man. Mr. Bernard said that the capital, originally 
Tis. 31,300, had some years ago been stated at Tls. 9,000, and if 
offered for sale would not bring even that. The motion was car- 
ried nem. con. It was then proposed by Mr. Bernard and se- 
conded by the Chairman, that in room of Messrs. ‘I. Probst, F. 
B. Johnson, and Mammelsdorff, resigned. Baron Crety and Messrs. 
Thomas Dick and 0. C. Behn be elected trustecs for the current 

ear, 

: The Chairman then said that very little progress had been made 
in securing the surrender of the remainder of the shares. It was 
not impossible, therefore, that the trustees might be driven to 
wind up the old accounts and start anew. In view of such a pos- 
sibility Mr. Bernard had drawn up a statement of existing assets, 
and of their liabilities in case of a liquidation. The assets ap- 
peared to amount tu Tls. 17,278, and the liabilitics to about the 
same sum, but these are liable to be considerably increased in 
case of there being more Sisters not French, or of their leaving by 
other than M, N. steamers. 

The destruction of the theatre necessitates the building of a new 
one, and three plans for raising the funds appear at present :— 
1st. Public subscription, assisted, may be, by a grant from the 
Recreation Fund ; 2nd. By a lottery ; and 3rd. By the erection 
by the Municipal Council of a theatre to form part of the pro- 
posed Town-hall. The Courier recommends the last plan, as the 
community is becoming sufficiently large to require ample room 
for its public gatherings, and the auditorium of a theatre is the 
beat possible place for public meetings, and the amateurs would 
be able to provide entertainment at a considerable reduction on 
the present charges for admission, and to spend much more than 
they have hitherto done upon getting up the picces. 

Captain Jeffries, of the brig Meaicina, from ‘aiwanfoo, reports 
that the mate and sixteen hands belonzing to the Amdlromeda 
boarded him while lying off Triwanfoo, reporting the loss of their 
vessel on the Pescadores. They were in a destitute state, their 
clothing having been taken by the natives, who came off to their 
vessel, their bread destroyed by sea water, and a few pieces of 
meat which had been thrown into the boat also in a state unfit 
for food. Captain Jeffries supplied them with victuals and some 
clothing, d&c., when they proceeded ashore to the Consul. The 
mate stated that the captain, second mate, carpenter, and steward 
of the Andronieda were in another boat, but he feared they 
had been murdered by the natives, as the captain and second mate 
had a considerable amount in gold in their possession. ‘he Consul 
at Taiwanfoo had sent a junk, with interpreters and some soldiers, 
to try to find the captain and remainder ot the crew. The ship 
struck at 3.50 A.m., but was ashore some time before it was known 
on board ; at daybreak the natives came off and began to plunder. 
One of them proceeded direct to the cabin and returned with the 
chronometer, which the mate saw passed over the side imme- 
diately afterwards. ‘The natives forced the crew to quit the vessel. 

The following items are from the North China Herald:—At a 
mogting of the shareholders in the United Steam Navigation Com- 
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pany, on the 25th March, the appointment of Messrs. Olyphant 
and Co. as gencral agents, and of Mr. Bullock as a director of 
the company in the stead of Mr. Probst were unanimously con- 
firmed. 

The following gentlemen have been thus far nominated, and 
consented to serve on the municipal council :—Messrs. John Dent,

The P. and 0. Company announce that they are again prepared 
to take silk throuch to Marseilles, and at a reduced rate of Tis. 8 
instead of Tls. 10 per cwt. 

The steamer Movneka, which left on Thursday morning for Kiu- 
kiany is, we hear, one of two vessels which are intended to run 
to Wuhu., and from the river to the coast, on Chinese account, 

A meeting of Land Renters in the foreign settlement of Chin- 
kiang was held on March 14. The municipal accounts for the 
year showed an expenditure of Tls. 1,186, against a receipt of 
Tis. 1,300, leaving in hand a balance of Tis. 114, besides certain 
outstanding taxes, which raise the total sum at credit of the Muni- 
cipality to Tls, 432. Messrs. Jerdein, Starkey, and Salter (hon. 
sec. and treasurer) were elected councillors for the ensuins year. 
Several resolutions tending to improve the settlement were agreed 
to. The creation of a good road out of the settlement, to join the 
Nanking road, the removal of the native garrison from the fort, 
and the prevention of native parades within the limits of the Con- 
cession, are requests which the Taoutai can hardly refuse, under 
the conditions stated ; and we are glad to see that the example of 
our own council is to be followed, in planting the Bund with trees. 

A Chefoo correspondent writes, on the 25th March, “ In case 
you may not hear it from other sources, I write to tell you that 
the North German barques Velo: and Ann, which sailed from 
Chefoo yesterday, under charters for the south—having com- 
menced loading as soon as news of the conclusion of peace was 
received—were scized off the Shantung promontory by the Linovs, 
and sent in in charge of prize crews, the French Consul stating 
that he had reccived no official intimation of the close of hosti- 
lities. It is not anticipated that the vessels will be long detained, 
but their seizure has nevertheless spread consternation among the 
other North Geraian vessels still preparing for sea at Chefoo.” 


HONG KONG. 
Advices by this mall extend to April 5; the outward (French) 
mail of Feb. 17 arrived on March 30. 


The report of the Union Insurance Society of Canton shows, 
on the 3lst December last, a balance at credit of $166,235, exclu- 
sive of a reserve of $250,000, and paid-up capital of $2500,00. 
Outstanding claims are estimated at 380,000, including $38,000 on 
risks taken at Bombay by the Aurora, which was barratrously 
destroyed at sea. The reserved thirds of profit, amounting to 
$187,500, will now be paid to the shareholders interested. Messrs. 
Tlale and Co. have been appointed agents at Saigon, during the 
absence of Messrs. Hauschild and Sornsen; and, Mr. Watmore 
having resigned the secretaryship, Mr. N. I. Ede has been ap- 
pointed in his place. Mr. Hf. Lowcock has been appointed to the 
seat at the Board rendered vacant by the Hon. Mr. Gibb leaving 
the colony. Tie mecting voted $1,000 and a vote of thanks to 
Mr. Robert Watmore, the late secretary, who resigned to visit 
England. 

Tenders have been invited for the conveyance from Hong sone 
to Singapore of two companies of the 75th Regiment—about 
officers, 15U non-commissioned officers and men, 8 women, and 13 
children. 

Mr. Greig, acting chief manager of the [long Kong and Shanghai 
Banking Corporation, advertises that forgeries of some of the old 
notes of the Hong Kong and Shanghai Banking Company have 
been discovered ; and all holders of such notes are requested to pre- 
sent them forthwith at the Bank office for payment. There is no 
reason to believe that any of the notes issued by the Corporation 
have been tampered with, as such precautions were taken in their 
manufacture as to render any attempt at forgery easy of detec- 
tion. 

The prospectus of a new marine insurance company — The 
Chinese Insurance Company (Limited)—has been issued. The 
capital is 81,500,000, in 1,590 shares of $1,000 each. The di- 
rectors are Messrs. W. IT. Condit (Messrs. Smith, Archer, and 
Co.), E. R. Belilios, G. Crichton (the Borneo Company, Limited), 
E. A. Witcheock (Messrs. Olyphant and Co.), and two Chinese 
merchants to be selected by the native sharcholders after the 
allotment of sharcs. Applications for over 1,400 shares have al- 
ready been made in Shanghai and Hong Kong. The speciality 
of the prospectus is that it undertakes to pay every year 33 
per cent. of profits to all sharcholders contributing business ; 33} 
per cent. is t> be paid as dividend to all shareholders, and the 
last 334 will be passed to a reserve fund. 

The China Muil says :— We understand that Mr. Baber, wha 
is in charge of the Canton Consulate in the absence of Mr. 
Robertson, has been doing good service in the Fatshan difficulty. 
The reparation to the Christians for the demolition of their 
chapel at Fatshan has been dragging along in characteristic style 
for months back, uutil Mr. Baber took up the matter in a deter- 
mined spirit. It will possibly be doubted in some quarters, but 
it is nevertheless true, that both the Viceroy of the province 
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and the gentry of Fatshan were being hoodwinked in a most 
barefaced manner by a middleman, who, while drawing 
money from the gentry for arranging matters with the Chris- 
tians, was all the time telling the Christians that nothing could 
be done to bring about an arrangement. It was only whena 
meeting of delegates from both sides was convened in Canton, by 
the Viceroy, that this feat of double-dealing and pocket-lining 
was discovered. The gentry were exceeding wroth, and well might 
they be so, for they had advanced considerable sums to the me- 
dium. Matters now, however, are in a very fair way towards a 
settlement satisfactory to all parties ; and we understand that the 
credit is mainly due to the activity of Mr. Baber. Similar in- 
atances of the internal dishonesty and rottenness of the Chinese 
system are of daily occurrence; one can depend upon nothing 
whatever if such can be evaded.” 

The Committee of the Seaman’s Church Fund held a meeting 
on the 24th March, when a memorial to the Governor and Legis- 
lative Council for a grant in aid of the funds was drawn up. 
The memorial will be presented by the Colonial Secretary. 
General’ Whitfield being unable to preside at the laying of the 
foundation stone of the church, which took place on the 25th 
March, his plese was occupied by Mr. James Whittall. The fol- 
lowing is a brief description of the design for the building ; the 
principal measurements are: nave, 58ft. by 28ft. with a height 
of 25ft. tothe roof trusses ; chancel, 16ft. by 10ft.; vestry, on the 
south-east corner, 11ft. by 11ft., tower, on the north-east corner, 
outside dimensions, 14 ft. by 14ft.; porch, situated on the west 
front, 10ft. Gin. by 10ft. 6in. ; height of tower, 70ft. Accommoda- 
tion is provided for 184 persons. The building is to be executed in 
ornamental brick, Gothic, and the arches of all windows and doors 
will be turned in red and black bricks only. The roof is open 
timbered, which, besides being a novelty here, has the advan- 
tage of combining great strength with lightness and elegance, 
something never yet accomplished in Hong Kong. The railing in 
of the ground, laying on gas and water, the fittings requisite for 
the church, such as pews, pulpit, lectcrn, font, communion rail 
and table, are all included in the estimated cost of $8,475. 

The clipper ship Taunton (Capt. Hogg) has made a very good 
peep: up from Bangkok. She left about noon of the 17th 

arch, and arrived at Hong Kong at four o’clock (28th), thus 
making the voyage against the monsoonin a little over eleven 
days. This is good running for the season, and is creditable alike 
to the ship and her captain. 

The first ordinary meeting of the China Sea, Saigon, and Straits 
Steamship Company (Limited) has been held, Mr. G. F. Heard in 
the chair. The Chairman referred to the report, which was 
adopted. The Chairman then proposed (seconded by Mr. Mel- 
lish) that Mr. Weller bo elected a director, »ice the Viscount do 
Cercal, resigned, and that Messrs. Sage and Deacon, retiring di- 
rectors, be re-elected. This was carried without opposition. The 
Chairman next proposed (seconded by Mr. Deacon) that Messrs. 
Mellish and Turner be re-elected auditors. The proposal was 
carried nem. con. The Chairman observed, in conclusion, that the 
dividend would be ready for payment on tke 28th March. 

The Legislative Council met on the 27th March, when the 
Hon. C. 0. Smith was sworn in as Acting Colonial Treasurer. 
The minutes made mention of votes of gratuities of $1,500 to the 
widow of the late Mr. Donaldson, Superintendent of Government 
Gardens, and of $3,000 to the widow of the late Mr. F. I. Haze- 
land, “ subject to the approval of the Secretary of State for the 
Colonies.” The Chief Tustice demurred, but the Colonial Secre- 
tary said it:was necessary to obtain tho direct concurrence of the 
Secretary of State for such votes, which had been passed by tho 
council under that reservation. The minutcs were then passcd. 

The Council then went into committee on the second reading 
of the Amended Bill to make further provision in relation to the 
Court of Summary Jurisdiction. Mr. Justice Ball complained 
that his application for an increase of salary in proportion to the 
enlarged duties imposed upon him by the original alteration had 
not been sent home. 

The Attorney-General explained that by the Amended Bill the 
equitable jurisdiction which was intended to be entrusted to the 
Summary Court had been withdrawn. It was proposed to give 
the Judge of that Court jurisdiction on forcign attachment in 
causes arising within the colony under $500, the present extent 
of the Court’s jurisdiction. ‘The Amended Bill would give further 
powers within a certain limit, but would not extend jurisdiction, 
and therefore would not imply a reason for increase of the Judge’s 
salary, so long as that limitation of jurisdiction was maintained. 
He referred Mr. Justice Ball to the Secretary of State, if he felt 
himself aggrieved. 

The considerations of the amended Ordinance was then pro- 
ceeded with, and several useful provisions were agreed to, among 
which were that an attorney may appear for a client in any suit 
of any amount, or that a plaintiif may appear by any other agent 
who may appear to be authorised to the satisfaction of the Judge. 
Of more general importance is the provision that the Judge of the 
Summary Court may. upon occasion arising, act in criminal as 
well as civil matters in the Supreme Court. 

We (China Mail) hear on good authority that the Canton au- 
thorities are now about to levy new duties on all native-borne 
Lore carried from Hong Kong to the mainland. The present 

uties collected by the stations outside the harbour are on opium 
only, bat this has been found so remunerative that the Canton 
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‘vernor, who has resigned, returned home by last mail. 


Customs have decided to treble the duty on opium (it pays now 
Tis. 16, and is to pay ‘ls. 46), and to levy proportionate rates on 
other articles of trade. The matter is now in process of arrange- 
ment and discussion ; the consent of II. M. Consul, it is said, has 
been obtained, and proclamations are now being drawn up. Surely 
@ protest in the general interests of thecolony will not be want- 
ing. If we neglect this warning we may be too late to resist the 
imposition, and we think it behoves our officials to wake from their 
slumbers and look the Chinese encroachments fairly and honestly 
in the face. 

H.1.0.M. gunboat Sunkee, Captain Vassallo, which arrived here 
from Canton is none other than the old and sadly maligned Vie- 
toria. She has been altered so much and so successfully that ten 
knots can now be got out of the late Colonial five-knot cruizer. The 
passage from Canton was performed in eight hours. 

Mr. Thomsett, who has energetically acted as harbour-master 
here for many years, goes home shortly on leave, and Captain R. 
H. Cairns, Government marine surveyor, will act for Mr. Thom- 
sett during his absence. 

A correspondent at Pagoda Anchorage says :—Captain Skey, so 
long a resident at Foochow, gives over charge of the Foochow 
Dock to Mr. Lamond. 

H. C.M. frigate Berenguela, which brought over the mails from 
Manila, was waiting for the arrival of the new Captain General 
of the Philippines (I.E. Don Izquierdo), who was expected by the 
next French mail, due here on the Ist of April. Governor 
Izquierdo succeeds H.E. Carlos La Torre in the viceroyalty of the 
Philippines.

BANGKOK. 

The following is from the Advertiser :— 

The annual festival of Krut commenced on the}14th of the 
waning of the 4th Siamese month, and continued to the close of 
the 2nd day of the waxing of the 5th month. The real day is 
the 15th of waxing of the 4th month. The origin of this feast is 
unknown. It is purcly Siamese, and has some special privileges. 
The days of Krut, Songkrant, and the festival of the Chinese New 
Year are exempt from the rigid exaction of the farmer of the 
gaming-houses. On these days people can gamble where, when, 
and with whom they please; the winner retains all he wins. 
Owing to this exemption, on these festival days almost every 
family in the kingdom indulges freely in this highly ruinous 
amusement. 

The third of the waxing of the fifth month, and the thirteenth 
of the waning of the tenth, are the fixed days of the year, when 
all paid servants of the Siamese Government at Bangkok are re- 
quired to attend the palace of H.M. the First Ting, to drink the 
consecrated water in which the sword of his Majesty has been 
dipped. Before drinking the recipient takes the prescribed oath, 
by which he pledges fidelity to the reigning King and invokes 
upon himself the direst calamities if he breaks his plighted faith. 

Songkrant manifestly is the official and popular celebration of 
the first day of the Siamese New Year, the precise day when the 
sun attains the fixed point in the heavens, from which the Royal 
astrologers wish the new year to be reckoned. 

The birthday of the Emperor of Germany was celebrated by the 
German residents with considerable enthusiasm.

SARAWAK, . 

We take the following from the Gazette :— 

I. H. the Rajah has appointed Mr. A. R. Houzhton to take 
charge of the Sadong River. 

The Rajah and Rance left Sarawak for Peninjou on the 4th 
March, and returned on the 7th. On the way down the river the 
Rajah paid a visit to the Chinese sugar works at Sitapok, and saw 
the sugar being expresso] by the slow and primitive proces@ 
which is used in Java. The cane looks well, and they are turning 
out from eight to ten piculs of sugar a day, of the fine brown 
quality that is to be bought in the bazaar. The works are about 
300 yards from the river ; cattle and buffeloes are employed both 


360 
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for turning the press and carrying the sugar. The Chinese say 
that six crops of cane can be gathered from the:soil before it is 
exhausted, and then indigo will thrive on it. It is probable some 
European cultivator will improve on this culture when the ca- 
pability of this soil is better hnown. 

Affairs on the Saribas river were, on the whole, in a satisfactory 
state. A few trifling cases among the Dyaks had to be decided, 
such as are sure to arise on ariver removed to some extent from 
the immediate supervision of a Government officer, but the people 
were well disposed and generally free from complaints. This fact 
is perhaps of some importance, considering the former character 
of the inhabitants and their isolated position. It is almost im- 
possible to take any of the Government steamers as far as the 
Saribas fort, as the river is encumbered with sand-banks, and is 
rendered dangerous by a strong tide, which at certain seasons runs 
up as a very heavy bore. The fort is only fifteen or sixteen miles 
by land from Simanggang, but the batang road between these 

laces is hardly passablo for anz but natives or very energetic 
Barspeats: Fifteen miles through a oer swamp With a river or 
two to cross, and only a tree trunk to walk on is not the sort of 
excursion to be highly esteemed. Steamers generally go up the 
river as far as Tanjong Baris, about thirty miles from the mouth ; 
the other thirty miles to the fort have to be done in a boat.

SINGAPORE. 
Dates extend to the 12th April. On the 29th March the Mon- 


golia arrived with the English mail of the 24th February, and 
the EUora, with the mail of the 3rd March, was expected on the 


30th March. 

We learn from the Straits Times that the principal event of 
the fortnight was the taking the census on the 2nd March. Our 
contemporary fears that the return, when it is published, will not 
be reliable. A prejudice against statistical returns of this de- 
scription prevails among entire classes of the populasen, and 
others believe it to be the precursor of a general tax of some 
sort. The fact that some of the Malay rulers number their people 
for the purpose of imposing a personal tax upon each gives a 
strong colouring to this view. In consequence, many of them 
prevaricated, and sought to evade giving the required! returns, 
while as all were at liberty to fill in their own forms, there is no 
guarantee of the accuracy of the returns given, On Sunday, 
the 2nd, a large Chinese placard was posted up in a prominent 

art of the town, urging the Chinese to refuse to give the required 
information, and if pressed hard for it by the enumerators to as- 
sault them. It was, we are informed, a very illiterate composi- 
tion, and as its recommendations were not carried out, evidently 
did not meet with approval.

Obedience to the instructions forbidding the expenditure of 
any more money on Government steamers, and ordering the sale 
of the Peiho and Rainbow, has resulted in the sale of the former 
‘at public auction, where she realised $26,450. 

is Majesty the King of Siam had completed his visit to Java, 
and returned to Singapore on his way homeward. His Majesty 
qas received in Java with great pomp and ceremony, and every 
endeavour made to render his stay agreeable. The steamers 
merely put in here for coals,and early the next morning steamed 
away for Bangkok. His Majesty availed of his call to see a circus 
company now performing here, they giving a performance es- 
pecially to gratify him. He had never witnessed anything of the 

ind before. 

The criminal sessions opened on the 6th, before his Honour the 
Chief Justice, but only a few unimportant cases were disposed of. 
The bulk of the work of the sessions remains yet to be done, and 
it will probably be a pretty heavy one, there being a number of 
cases arising out of the late Hoey disturbances. This may be the 
last session our present Chief Justice will try; he goes home on 
leave of absence by the next mail, and it is generally understood 
will not return. In this belief, the residents have determined upon 
giving a ball and banquet in his honour at the Town-Hall on the 
21st. 

The Erl King, Captain Steele, from London 20th February, via 
Gibraltar, Suez Canal, and Galle 3rd inst., arrived here on the 
11th April. 

The returns of the notes in circulation by the local banks show 
an average in the Oriental Bank Corporation of $201,800; in the 
Chartered Bank of India, Australia, and China, of notes issued 
$278,446, and specie in reserve $150,000 ; and in the Chartered 
Mercantile Bank of India, London, and China, of notes issued 
$268,893. 

The steamer Agnes completed the restoration of the Java tele- 
graph after two days’ work, and telegraphic communication with 
Java was restored. The cable had been broken by a ship’s 
anchor. 

The Pacific Mail Steamship Company’s steamer Alaska, Captain 
Maury, from New York, January 22, via Gibraltar, Malta, Port 
Said, and Suez, arrived here on the 1st April. The British 
steamer Enterprise, Captain Lobnitz, from London, February 20, 
arrived on the 2nd ; and tho British steamer Emerald, Captain 
Smith, from London, February 11, via Suez Canal, on the 5th.

The publishers of Art are evidently determined to close their 
first volume with a collection of the very best illustrations they 
can secure. This month, the eleventh number of the magazine, 
which we hope may therefore be considered as having attained 
the permanent popularity it deserves, the contents are unusually 
varied. “Palma’s Daughter,” from a picture in Lord Elcho’s 
collection, by Parigi Burdone, is 2 charming example of feminine 
grace and symmetry. ‘The face is so truly beautiful, in the best 
sense of the word—so grave, modest, expressive, and yet discri- 
minative—that we canuot but regret that the process by which it 
has been transferred to the page before us is one which stereo- 
types its defects as well as its beauties. The former are, how- 
ever, only the work of “time’s effacing fingers,” and no other 
process could so well preserve the latter, which deserve to be im- 
mortalised. “The Bookworm,” from Mr. Marks’s admirable and 
characteristic picture, is beautifully reproduced, and will tempt 
many of .Aré’s subscribers to cut it out of the part, and frame it 
in front of their desks. ‘There are, besides, a ‘‘ View in the 
Tyrol,” very pretty, aud cool looking, and “ A Group of Arms and 
Armour,” which is the only thing in the number that we cannot 
praise. The letter-press is appropriate, and the Art criticisms 
valuable and impartial. 

Macmillan is a capital number.  1¢ opens with “The Panic 
and its Lessons,’ a sensible military article by Dr. Freeman. 
“The Past and Future Relation of Ircland to Greit Britain” is 
well treated by the Hon. G. A. Brodrick. “Ingres” is an artist- 
like sketch ; ‘The Age of Lead” is a pithy and truthful retleo- 
tion on the House of Commons under the Gladstone Government ; 
“Souvenirs of the Campaign of the Loire ” contains some infor- 
mation that is still interesting, though the war in France has 
long given place to the revolution, and in this age of boredom 
we are almost tired of that, too, and longing for a “ new sensa- 
tion” for more reasons than one. The serial story, ‘“ Patty,” is 
well continued, and makes up a capital number, which has the ines- 
timable charm of including not asingle line of the ordinary verse 
called in many mayazines—poetry. The best article, however, to 
our mind, though it is one of the shortest, is an essay on “ Dar- 
winism and Religion,” a very suggestive subject sensibly treated. 


The People’s Miayazine sustains its reputation. The tales are 
continued spiritedly, and the illustrations are even better than 
usual, particularly a whole-page engraving, entitled “ An Early 
Breakfast.” and the coloured frontispiece, ‘‘ May-day in the Olden 
Time.” © Searlet Fever” is a paper which conveys much 
valuable infurmition on a subject too often totally ignored till 
the disorder breaks out ; this paper alone is worth buying the 
magazine for.

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Foreign Intelligence. 


HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
ROTTERDAM, May 10. 


When the members of the Second Chamber dealt with the Budget of 
Foreign Affairs there was a very long and animated but wearisome de- 
bate on the question of our diplomatic representation ut the Papal 
Court. The Minister proposed to maintain that Embassy against 
the wish of the Liberal party, which, however, afterwards withdrew ity 
opposition. The chapter of Foreign Affairs, including the ercdit for 
the Ambassador, was, in the end, approved of unanimously. This 
question being once decided, much haste was made with the other mat- 
ters. The Budget of Justice was carricd after a short debate, and 
the Chamber is now discussing that for Home Affairs. I need not 
say that it has created much astonishment that the members approved 
the maintenance of the Ainbassador to Rome, and it is quite certain that 
the decision would have been otherwise if the clections were not so near 
athand. It is pretty certain that in future Budgets the majority of 
the members will refuse to grant money for this purpose. Of course 
this is well known by the Catholic party, and consequently this conces- 
sion of the Liberals will have little effect at the elections, so that it will 
do but small good for the Liberals, who have forsaken their principles 
to please a party which ever asks for further concessions, and is never 
contented. In many cases the elections will be a dismal exhibition of 
violence, insincerity, and folly, and, indeed, the influence of the priests 
must be enormous, or the attractions of a seat in Parliament must be 
overpowering, wnen candidates holding respectable positions in socicty 
can lower themselves to purchase their seats by obeying the dictates of 
lay and clerical demagogucs. The extravaganco of the printed declara- 
tions has already reached a point which it seems scarcely possible to 
pass, Indeed, the coming election struggle will be like its predeces- 
sors, the Liberals having to fight against a league composed of Catholie 
Clericals, Conservatives, and Orthodox Protestants. 

Rumours are again rife in political circles that the ex-Minister of the 
Colonial department, Mr. Loudon, will be appointed Governor-General 
of Java when Mr. Myer repatriates. He was for some days at the Royal 
seat, het Loo, with the King, and it is said that this visit related to his 
appointment. On the other hand, however, the name of Mr. Fransen 
van de Putte is still heard of as that of the future Governor. Nothing 
more has transpired about the marriage of our Prince of Orange with 
the daughter of the Russian Czar. The Prince, who was received in 
8:. Petersburg with unusual ceremony, will in a few days have returned 
to the Hague. 

Contrary to general expectations the liquidation project of the 
managers of the Oost Indische Maatschappy van Lyfrenten was ap- 
proved of by a,mecting of the creditors, only seven out of 169 votes 
being recorded against it. Tho only alteration made was that the 
holders of annuities will receive seventy-five per cent, 

The Willem III. will leave on the loth inst. with a number of pas- 
sengers for Java, It is advertised to day that letters can be forwarde/l 
by this steamer at 20 cents (four pence) for 15 grammes, und printed 
pieces and samples not excccding 40 grammes ut 5 cents (one penny). 
The voyage is to be made in fifty days.

Bank.

MEETING OF THE ROTTERDAM BANK. 

The annual general meeting of shareholders in the Bank of Rotter- 
dam was held yesterday. Tue report of directors aud commissioners, 
previoualy published, gave rise to no discnssion. In the place of Messrs. 
Plate and Pincoffs, commissioners, who according to the statute could 
not be re-elected this year, Messrs. 1. C. Burlage and T, Miers were ap- 
pointed. As members of the committee charged for the following two 
years with the revision of the balance-shcct were clecte:l Messrs. I. C.! Ver- 
niers van der Lueff, A. Milders, and R. Vaclde, and as their substitutes 
Messrs. J. W. Anthony, H. I. L, Minderop, .and M. Kohler. The de- 
clared dividend of f.2 per share will be payable immediately. 

One of the shareholders expressed the thanks of the assembly to 
Messrs, Plate and Pincoffs for the eminent services rendered to the bank 
under difficult circumstances. 

Mr. Plate, in reply, said that he left his post with the conviction that 
the management of the bank was in the hands of gentlemen who had 
proved to be able to restore it to a sound and prosperous position, Mr, 
Pincoffs added that this good position of the bank was chiefly to be 
attributed to the knowledge, zeal, und the honest principles of the 
actual board of directors. He hoped that the board would continue 
in the same way, and he foresaw a splendid future for it. The assembly 
joined by acclamation in the thanks expressed to the directors. Mr. 
Muller, president of the board of directors, expressed in the name of 
the beard his warmest thanks for the feelings shown by the share- 
holders. Ile believed that the progress which the bank had made was 
in great part due to the very efficient co-operation of the commis- 
siouers, and to the very gratifying coufidence shown by the commerce of 
Rotterdam in the bank. Ife felt sure that the bank, continning to de- 
velop itself upon the same principle as now, would prove to be an in- 
siitution alike profitable to Rotterdam and to the sharcholders.

MR. WHITE ON THE POSTAL SERVICE. 

Ir isa novel and unexpected sensation for us to differ 
with Mr. Waite. We have often admired the broad views 
and earnest reasoning of the hon. member for Brighton, and 
we are therefore the more surprised to find him giving utter- 
ance to opinions which are altogether behind the age, and in- 
consistent with the expansion of the trade and prosperity of 
the dependency in which he was so long interested. But 
nemo semper sapit—it is not given to any one to be right 
always, as the proverb tells us—and we must therefore 
suppose that it was under some temporary eclipse of reason 
that Mr. Wuirs inveighed against the extravagance of the 
Government in paying a subsidy for carrying the correspond- 
ence of his old friends, whom he described as “the wealthy 
“ merchants, the favoured officials, and the well-to-do people 
“ who live in or write to India, China, Japan, and the West 
“Tndies.” Surely Mr. WHITE does not require to be re- 
minded at this time of day that the interests really involved 
in cheap postage between England and the Colonies are not 
those alone of the merchants who write, but, in a far greater 
degree, those of our working population, which draws its 
support from the wages for producing the goods they pioneer 
new markets for? Surely Mr. WHiTe must remember that 
every new step in postal reform, z.e,, reduction, was never 
opposed except by such extinct authorities as the late Colonel 
SistHorp (Punch’s “Sibby” twenty-five years ago), and Mr. 
ALFRED Bunn, manager of Drury Lane Theatre, and other 
such rabid and bygone “ protectionists.” Surely Mr. WHitTE 
must admit that step by step, as postage has been cheapened, 
trade has increased, and, what is more to his present apparent 
purpose, the Post-office has been most speedily recouped for 
its risk. And therefore for these and other reasons, guas 
enumerare longum esset, we think Mr. Wuire will shrink from 
pressing the arguments he was rash enough to enunciate on 
the occasion of Mr. Szexey’s motion to reduce the rate of 
postage between England and America at the expense of that 
between England and the East. By all means let the postage 
between England and America be reduced, say we; but let 
the postage between England and China and India be re- 
duced, part passu. 

















JAPAN, PAST AND PRESENT. 

Ir civilisation be correctly defined as the practical idea 
of the greatest activity and the best possible organisation of 
society so as to bring about the continual advancement of 
that society in peace, wealth, and prosperity, and the im- 
provement of its members in their individual capacity, it is 
scarcely possible to find in the history of the world any 
nation which has made such rapid progress as the Japanese 
have accomplished in the course of a single generation. 
Twenty years ago the Government and the laws of Japan were 
less favourable to intercourse with foreigners than those of 
any other country on the globe, China not excepted. The 
Dutch residents, like the Chinese, were shut up ina small 
island ; and the latter were only occasionally allowed to visit 
a temple in Nagasaki. If foreigners who then arrived in the 
ports, after a delay of many days and even weeks, obtained 
permission to set foot on shore, a small spot of ground was 
assigned to them, enclosed with strong palisadoes—and they 
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were shut up in what was, in everything but the name, a 
prison. In the course of twenty years the change is some- 
thing marvellous. The Japanese adopt the inventions of 
the West almost as soon as they are discovered, and cer- 
tainly as soon as they are communicated to them. Their 
hills are rapidly becoming a network of telegraph wires ; 
their plains intersected by railways ; their coinage is about 
to issue from a new mint, and their arms to be manufac- 
tured in a new arsenal—and all this is performed by their 
own Government, which, so far from now resisting the pre- 
sence of foreigners, actually invites the most competent Euro- 
peans to superintend the works. Twenty years ago we believe 
no pure Japanese had ever visited England ; now they send 
the flower of their young nobility to this and other countries 
in pursuit of education, which is the very soul of civilisation. 
Twenty years ago an Englishman’s life would assuredly have 
been sacrificed if he ventured beyond the narrow limits to 
which he was restricted; now we find the Government 
punishing with incredible severity an attack upon two Euro- 
pean residents, In the benefits of this astounding change all 
the world hasa share, and certainly no envy can mingle with 
our admiration of this remarkable people, even when we try 
to contemplate the unbounded prosperity of the future which 
seems to lie before them. In no part of the world was agri- 
culture ever carried to a higher degree of perfection than in 
Japan. In a short time we may expect to see the various 
agricultural machines of Messrs. RansoME and Sims intro- 
duced. Japan, as we have recently shown, also abounds 
in mineral wealth ; and its manufactures are already sufii- 
ciently well known to give some idea of the surprising inge- 
nuity of the natives. With such advantages, and the earnest 
desire to make the best use of them, it seems no hazardous 
prediction that, in another generation or two, Japan may be- 
come; in proportion to its size, the most prosperous’ nation 


in the world. : = 


THE HONG KONG GAMBLING ORDINANCE. 

Tue Hong Kong Chamber of Commerce, together with 
the principal European and Chinese residents, have done 
themselves honour in the memorial which they have ad - 
dressed to Lord KIMBERLEY, praying the Colonial Secretary 
to instruct the Governor to abolish the odious system of 
licensed gaming houses. The arguments of those who sup- 
ported their establishment three years ago were specious and 
hollow from the first ; they amounted to nothing more or 
less than the Jesuitical sophism that it is permissible to do 
evil that good may come; bnt the system has now had a 
fair and thorough trial, and the remedy proves worse than the 
evil. It defeats the objects which it was expected to secure, 
and it is a standing reproach to us that we derive any portion 
of our revenue from the encouragement of the most deadly 
passion that can eat into the heart of a community. It was 
argued by the promoters of the measure that it is impossible 
to eradicate the habit of gambling, and that if the practice 
were confined within a certain number of houses, by 
collecting together all the most depraved characters in these 
licensed hells, it would be an immense benefit. In practice 
its result has been precisely the reverse. It has increased 
the number of criminals, by reason of the temptation afforded 
to dishonesty, and it has not tended to the reduction of the 
number of the police, which, for the extent of the popula- 
tion, is probably larger than in any other city in the world. 
As for the £50,000 a year which is produced by the sale of 
the licence to the highest bidder, it is simply an encourage- 
ment to the most unscrupulous sharper to bid high fora 
position which is secretly more powerful than the Governors. 
Reyarded as revenue it is simply infamous—as the Roman 
Prince said of another tax, “ Olet !”—and it ought to be done 
away with. The Chamber of Commerce have now expressed 
their desire to find some other means of maintaining the 
Government, and we cannot believe that Lord Kimssrusy 
will feel justified in refusing their request.

Tax Chinese Circular to the Foreign Ministers at Peking 
is supposed to have left Shanghai by the mail of 12th April, 
due here on 27th inst. ; but we have reason to believe that 
Mr. Wave forwarded it to the Foreign-office by the mail now 
received. The Foreign-office must have been in possession 
of very similar information by last mail, for we find the fol- 
lowing in the Shanghai Cycle :—“ The Tsung-li Yamen has 
“sent a memorandum on the missionary question to the 
“ Minister of each Treaty Power. It claims that priests be 
“ peatrained from interfering in Chinese affairs, and that 
“ Chinese converts be not led to think that by the fact of

THE SHANGHAI CONSULAR REPORT. 

Mr, Medhurst’s report on the trade of Shanghai during the 

ear ending 3lst December, 1869, has just been published. Mr. 
edhurst accounts for its late appearance by the time and labour 
expended in making the necessary extracts from the statistics of 
the Customs Department, and our Foreign-office have further de- 
layed its publication, as we believe it arrived there last July. 

British imports show an increase from Tls. 46,302,911 in 1868 
to Tis. 50,170,665 in 1869. Notwithstanding this increase in im- 
ports generally, and an advance in the import of all cotton piece 

ds, the shirting trade fell off from Tls. 11,642,410 in 1868 to 
Ms, 10,020,769 in 1869, the decrease being  aaeey. in grey 
shirtings, and attributable to heavy stocks in hand at the end of 
the former year. The fallings off in shirtings is however more 
than compensated by the advance in T-cloths. Drills and sheet- 
ings show a large increase. Woollen goods as a whole show an 
increased importation during 1869 of about Tls. 200,000; sales, 
however, have by no means kept pace with the importation. 
Metals made encouraging progress, the total value being Tls. 
2,113,820, against Tls. 1,463,632 for 1868. The remarkable 
increase in the imports of yellow metal is explained by the 
extension of the shipbuilding carried on at this port. The 
total value of iminoellanecus goods is Tis. 2,698,795, against 
Tis. 1,141,625 for 1868. Coals show a falling off. Needles also 
show a falling off of Tis. 60,000 as compared with the pre- 
vious year. The importation of Indian and colonial pro- 
duce is estimated at an aggregate $value of Tis. 20,495,551, 
inst Tis, 20,270,115 in the previous year. Although this ex- 
hibits an increase of about Tis. 200,000, the returns show that 
the advance is monopolised entirely by the one sep of opium. 
The trade in opium has, however, been very seriously affected b 
the competition of the native drug, and Mr. Medhurst considers it 
absolutely necessary that, to meet the native competition, Indian 
opium must by some means be placed in the consumer’s hands at 
a cheaper cost. The value of imports from other than British 
rts bears the same proportion to those essentially British that 
it did in the previous year. 

In British exports silk decreased from Tls. 15,488,591 in 1868 
to Tls. 13,632,097 in 1869, and tea from Ts, 13,475,075 in 1868 
to Tis. 12,648,180 in 1869. Although there has been this falling 
off in amount, these trades have Keen profitable, and generally the 
transactions of the year have resulted in favour of shippers. 

The number and tonnage of British vessels show a decline. In 
1868, 453 British ships entered the port ; in 1869 only 310. In 
1868, 492 cleared outwards ; in 1869 only 405. The direct trade 
between Great Britain and China has, however, notably increased 
in the last three years. Foreign shipping has not sustained any 
decrease. 

The total duties collected on import, export, and tonnage dues 
during 1869 amounted to Ts. 2,662,244, or Tls. 160,808 in excess 
of 1868. Transit duties seem to be decreased about one-fifth. 

CHINKIANG. 

From Chinkiang Mr. Stronach reports an increase of imports 
during 1869 of 7,579,637 Ohinkiang tacls, of 6s. 1d. per tael. The

FORMOSA. 

The shipping increased from 99 vessels in 1868 to 131 in 1869. 

Mr. Hewlett reports the increase of the import trade at Tai- 
wan, from £194,429 in 1868 to £285,149 in 1869, and of the 
export trade from £211,237 in 1868 to £245,866 in 1869. From 
Tamsuy Mr. Gregory reports a great falling off in British shipping 
as compared with 1868, though it still compares favourably wit 
some previous years. In exports tea has taken the first place, 
though the trade is still small. In imports there isa good increase 
in Manchester goods. 

Mr. Gregory draws particular attention to the failure of the 
Ta-lam-o project. This was a scheme for the establishment of a 
little colony or settlement, for agricultural and other purposes, at 
aplace called Ta-lam-o, in the wild Aborigines’ territory, on the 
east coast of Formosa, a few miles below Saw-o-Bay. The subor- 
dinate settlers were Kabaran people, or “* Pepoes,” aborigines, but 
subject to Chinese rule. The immediate leader was a British subject, 
and he was supported with funds, &c., by a non-British mercantile 
resident. The settlement was commenced in 1868. The project 
was a hazardous one, and was not well conducted. It would pro- 
bably have failed had it been let alone, but it was brought to a 
somewhat speedier end by the interposition of authority. In 
October, 1869, the British subject above-mentioned (who had 
already become bankrupt) took his final departure from the place, 
with his people, to the number of thirty-four. Their boat was 
driven to the southward bya gale, and was wrecked near the 
south end of Formosa, and the leader and about half of his party 
unfortunately lost their lives. The mercantile resident who was 
concerned in the matter has since become insolvent.

Tin eck only 
instances of material increase are,—coal 14 per cent., haberdashery 
21 per cent., and silk manufactures 70 per cent., the latter continuing 
to be stimulated by the interruption of French industry. The articles 
which figure for a reduction are,—earthenware 10 per cent., hardware 
10 per cent., iron manufactures 2 per cent., machinery 19 per cent., 
linen yarn 8 per cent., linen manufactures 8 per cent., silk yarn 20 
per cent., woollen yarn 10 per cent., woollen manufactures 4 per cent., 
miscellaneous articles 8 per cent., cotton yarn 7 per cent. in value and 
6 per cent. in quantity, and cotton manufactures 6 per cent. in value 
and 1 per cent. in quantity. The declared value of our exportations 
from the United Kingdom for the first four months of the current 
year has been £68,279,857, or 24 per cent. over 1870, and more than 
8 per cent. over 1869.

The market for China Teas has been quiet without alteration, at- 
tention having been principally directed to extensive sales of Indian 
Teas, which have been held during the week. The only public sale of 
China comprised 1,169 packages Congou, which were sold without 
reserve at steady prices, viz, common 10d. to 10}d., good common 
11d. to 11}d., fair 1s. per Ib. 

It is stated in the commercial circular of Messrs. Jones, Enson, 
and Barter, that at the Commercial Salerooms, London, on Wednes- 
day last, 800 half-chests of tea dust, called scented orange Pekoe sift- 
ings, were sold by auction, without reserve, on account of the im- 

orters, and part realised 1d. per lb. It isa matter of considerable 
Fonbt whether this article is tea at all, it is certainly utterly spurious 
and unfit to drink ; the leaf is in a great measure composed of dirt 
and steel filings, and if a magnet be thrust into a sample of the 
game, on examination it will be found covered with small particles of 
metal. The Custom-house authorities receive 6d. per lb. duty for 
this rubbish. Another sale was held on the 12th inst., when 2,938 
packages were sold “without reserve.” They consisted chiefly of 
common to good common red leaf Congou, ex Gresham, and Moyune 
greens, ex Sarpedon, both recently arrived. The former realised 9}d. 
to 11d. per Ib. current rates; the greens sold well, and at full prices 
for the finer grades. Of 2,500 packages other kinds offered nearly 
2,000 found buyers at prices showing little alteration from those pre- 
viously ruling. Privately there is little activity in the demand, but 
full rates continue to be realised for most descriptions.

TEA. 

The following is from Messrs. Beebe’s Circular of the 20th inst. :— 
Our last report of the market for Tea was under date of March 20th, 
since which business has continued on a liberal gcale in Greens and 
Oolongs, with but little doing in other descriptions. We note a decline 
during the month of 3c. to 5c. in Japans and Oolongs, and 2c. to $e. 
jin some grades of Green. At the close Greens are held with rather 
more confidence in the future, but Japans and Oolongs remain without 
favourable reaction. Included in the sales reported from first hands 
since the 20th ult. are 32,900 half-chests Green, 10,300 half-cheats 
Japan, 45,800 half-chests Oolongs, and 800 half-chests Souchong and 
Congou. Of the Oolongs about 13,000 half-chests are old crop goods, 
mainly of cargo grades, and prices realised for them show a decline of 
5c. to 8c. in rates current for similar grades at the opening of the year. 
We revise our quotations for this mail to correspond with present 
values. Clearances for consumption and export, as shown by the an- 
nexed tables, are largely in excess of those to the same date in 1870, 
and statistically the market is in good shape. But the absence of 
anything like A eae ga feeling, and the large supply of all deacrip- 
tions of Tea to hand just now, checks for the present any tendency to 
a favourable reaction in prices.

Subtracti 
from this total the exports from Jan. 1 to April 19, 2,227,988 lbs., an 
the withdrawals for home consumption during that period, 19,641,830 
lbs., there remainsa total of 21,613,192 lbs., representing the stock on 
the last-named date. The receipts from March 18 to April 19 amounted 
to 4,964,139 lbs. ; the withdrawals for home consumption to 3,870,524 
Ibs. ; and the exports to 690,562 lbs.
